Trade With United States in Cotton
Bound to Increase,

SAN FRANCISCO, August 14.-—Yos
huchi Saknri has  just arvived from
Japan, in the interesta  of the eotton
merchants of Japan, Speaking of the
trade of the United States with Japan
he savs that in the next ten years Japan
will get over three-fourths of her cot-
ton from the United States,

The
v\']ultl of votton from the United States
to Japan is bound to increase enorinous
ly in the next few years,
